OUR SOUTHERN NEIGHBORS 


There is constantly new light being thrown upon 
our relations with South America. Trade, to a very j 


large ex tent, is established on good will. 
Professoi , 


William E. Weld of Columbia University is furnish- j 
mg us a little light on the situation in a communica- j 
tion which he recently sent to the Albert Kahn 
Foundation in respect to his travels in that country , j 
He said that there was a general agreement among 
all the people that he met that the United States was j 
distinctly unpopular. 
While we have known consid- j 
erable of this unpopularity and have known that it j 
is due to the treatment of the United States of the , 
weaker states of the western hemisphere, it is inter-1 
esting to note what Professor Weld say s in this con­ 
nection. 
He remarks in his letter: 
“ I try to ex plain that my country as 1 know it 
is one which at present has almost no longings for 
empire, and that a political party would destroy its 
chances if it advocated such a thing, my South 
American friends are inclined to smile, 
they like 
mv spirit but deplore my judgment.' 
Other findings of the Albert Kahn Fellow are 
more interesting because our opinions are not so apt j 
to be formed about them. 
Some South Americans i 
said to Professor Weld. “ South America has never ' 
been able to forgiv e some of the business men of I 
North America for shipping them shoddy goods j 
during the war............... many second rate goods were ; 
dumped on the South American market. 
There is a soreness in Argentina because in some . 
instances when Argentine business firms hav e taken j 
the agency for goods produced in the United States j 
and by advertising the trade-names built up consid- ; 
erable trade for these goods and when the business j 
reaches sufficient proportions, the North American 
companies have established their own selling agencies 
in Argentina. 
In that way the local dealer loses the 
good-will he has built and the North American firm 
loses the good-will of this erstwhile South Amencan 


agent‘ 
i 
• • 
! 
Another reason for misunderstanding and mistrust 
which has its origin in business Professor Weld re­ 
gards as very important. 
He quotes the man whom 
he questioned: 
“ South America does not under-; 
stand and does not want to understand the American 
phrase— 'Business is business. 
The smartness, the 
brusqueness, the unwillingness to make concessions 
because the contract does not make these con­ 
cessions legally necessary irritates the South Ameri­ 
can. 
He likes to meet over a cup of coffee and talk 
matters over, and after due time, reach a decision 
which is fair to both parties. 
He ex pects business 
to be slower but more human. 
\o u Americans can­ 
not treat the South American as y ou treat each oth­ 
er, if y ou are ex pecting him to like y ou.” 
This is not to be interpreted that the golden rule 
in business is not enough for amicable business re­ 
lations in South Ame-ica. 
In our business relations 
we ex tort the pound of flesh and there are a great 
many who are “ sporty ’ enough to recognize that 
when the other fellow is in a position to demand the 
pound of flesh he is entitled to it. 
But that is cer­ 
tainly not an application of the golden rule. 
It 
isn't even sportsmanship. 
There is geniality and 
good-heartedness even in defeat in sports but in 
business defeat, in the failure to live up to a con­ 
tract, for ex ample, there is the showing of ugly 
fangs and snarling and then bitterness to be nursed 
and reprisals, eventually

the responsibility of becoming acquainted and for 
having a good time rests upon themselves. 
When a 
mass, most of whom are strangers, one to the other, 
is thrown together but for a few hours, then it is 
imperative that a director of sports shall conduct so 
as to insure the participation by all. 
Otherwise the 
director should be careful that he does not direct too 
much and leave too little for the initiative.

He is Jam es H ildeb rand of A tlanta, 
Georgia, who was a priv ate in the H ospital Corps 
in the Spanish A m erican W ar, and now,

was one of the men to whom we are all indeb ted 
for he v oluntarily sub m itted to w hat w as then con­

It was only an unprov ed theory then, 
howev er, so that H ildeb rand and his companions

I perm anently eradicated this disease at a cost of 
death, disab ility and suffering b y m any of the v ol­ 
unteer experim enters who thereb y m ade possib le the 
i construction of the Panam a C anal Is one of the 
great traditions of A m erican Pub lic Serv ice. 
The sub sequent fortunes and m isfortunes of m any 
i of the participants hav e b een followed hy interested 
societies, and v arious w orthy m ov em ents for relief 
jin their aid hav e b een started when necessary. 
R e­ 
cently the C opeland-W ainw right b ill w as introduced 
into Congress to prov ide for these surv iv ors or their 
dependents, regardless of m ilitary rank or ci\ ilian 
status, and also to empower the Sm ithsonian In sti­ 
tution to m ake recom m endations in b ehalf of future 
participants in such experim ents.

Fred C. Howe, the well known reformer who has 


\ given bis life to the study of political and social ; 
j problems, published a book with that title more 
I than twenty -fiv e y ears ago. 
It was about the time 
; when Tom L. J ohnson was doing his great work in 
Cleveland, Ohio. 
Howe was one of his satellites, 
i 
together with Newton D. Baker, former Secretary of I 
War, and others who since hav e become prominent 
in social and political life. 
The recent cleaning up of the situation in Chicago 
recall* the argument of that book. 
It has alway s 
been believ ed, and the belief still persists, that our 
great cities are the storm centers of our political life. 
There the venal voters appear to concentrate. There 
are the opportunities for graft and corruption of 
ev ery kind. 
The memory of New York under Tweed 
and Van Wy ck; the memory of Philadelphia with 
its gas ring and its sanitary scandals; the memory of 
Cincinnati under the notorious Boss Cox ; the mem-j 
| ory of San Francisco under Reuf; and the rule of 
| Thompson, 
whose 
machine 
has 
been 
so 
badly 
j shattered, in Chicago: all these lead men to point 
I to our cities as the danger centers for democracy . 
1 Our hope, say s the superficial political scientist, is 
I in the rural section. 
1 
The ex perience of the past has shown, however, i 
i that the rural regions are not without factors which 
; threaten democracy . 
It has been much more diffi- 
{ cult to rouse the rural populations out of their 
! apathy than it has been to arouse our city popula- 


\ tions. 
Tbe slate of North Dakota is a good ex ­ 
ample. 
For y ears that state was run by two bosses, 
Hanna and McKenzie. 
The Great Northern and the 
Northern Pacific railroads ran the politics of the 
state. 
A generation ago when these two roads were 
rivals, both seeking privileges from the state at the 
| ex pense of each other and of the state, the notorious 
j J ud La Moure was the great state boss. 
The repre- 
| sentatives of these railroads met this boss in a 
; hotel of a small town in the Red River Valley . 
He 
| told them what they mig it do and what they might 
j have. 
They could not agree among themselves. 
;j Finally J ud La Moure got tired of their wrangling, 
j and said, “ I’m going into the nex t room for a sleep, 
! and when y ou fellows get ready to pass the checks, 
j y ou can wake me up.” 
It took y ears to break the 
( 


strangle hold of that political machine in North 
Dakota. 
There is no record of a machine like that 
controlling a city for so long a time without being 
broken or reconstructed. 


The periodical ov erthiow of Tammany when it 
became too corrupt and too venal; the break-up of 
the Philadelphia ring; the final ex tinction of Boss 
Cox ; the more recent smash of the Thompson ma­ 
chine; all these show that the ci» y has the ability to 
purge itself quite as 
quickly , and perhaps more 
quickly , than the rural regions.
